Mr. Heike protested thai 
he knew nothing of tile operations of 
Mr. Havemeyer. 
R epresentative Garrett 
questioned 
Mr. Heike closely about Hie purchase 
and closing of the United Stales Su­ 
gar Refining company. 
“ It was poorly 
located," said Mr Heike. 
•'Yet you were willing to pay $700, 
OOO cash for it?” 
"Yes, sir." 
He was unable to throw light tin 
the transactions by which the A m en 
can gained control of the Pennsylva­ 
nia Sugar Refining com pany in Ph la* 
dolphin, by lending money to Adolph 
Segal, Its president, who gave stock 
in the Pennsylvania as collateral >e 
em ily. The Pennsylvania refinery, he 
said, was not operated after it fell into 
the hands of the American through 
Segal Iwdng squeezed out of control In 
this deal.

MAKING CONCRETE T IL L 


Simple and Effective Method of Con* 
etr ueti ng Molds. 
Concrete files become harder and 
stronger with age and may be made 
as porous as clay tiles; in comparison 
the clay tile becomes w ater soaked and 
disintegrates in the years of service, 
thus causing broken tiles and a useless 
drain. 
The 
accom panying 
sketch 
shows a device for m aking a six inch 
tile, and from this explanation uny 
other tile m ay be constructed. 
A box form is built of two boards 
eighteen inches long and eight inches 
wide and two boards eighteen inches 
long and ten inches wide. These ure 
joined together to m ake a form, the 
inside m easurem ents being eight by 
eight inches and eighteen inches high. 
Fasten these 
boards together with 
tw o hinges at each of three corners, 
and the fourth corner fasten with two 
hooks and eyelets. This allows tile m a­ 
chine to l>b folded back from the tile 
w ithout injury. Now nail in each cor­ 
ner of tills box some three cornered 
strips eighteen inches long, but nail to 
one side of the board only. 
For tile core take a six inch stove­ 
pipe twenty four Inches long and in­ 
side tile sam e place a six inch board 
thirty inches long. nailing it securely. 
Tile top of this lw»ard is cut to m ake a 
handle to d raw out the core. The bot­ 
tom Is cut down to leave a small three- 
quarter inch projection or pin, which 
enters into tile holes bored in the pal-

Tin1 ca re arid preservation of ex ist­ 
ing old trees in a town are sometim es 
of greater im portance than setting out 
new ones, says W. SolotarofT, seen* 
tary of the shade tree commission of 
East Orange, N. J. in tin* pruning of 
trees, as in the planting, the street 
should be treated as a unit. 
All the 
trees m ust lie pruned to a uniform 
height, a height that will permit the 
unimpeded passage of vehicle* and al­ 
low all strict lights to be seen at 
night. 
The lack of care of trees iii the m a t­ 
ter of placing g u a r d s around them, 
the leaving of short stum ps iii p ru n ­ 
ing and other neglect cause m u tila­ 
tions of the trunk and stem s of trees 
that need attention. 
Tree surgery, 
therefore, form s one of the im portant 
divisions of the care of trees. 
C avi­ 
ties in trees, no m atter how caused, 
should be thoroughly cleaned of all 
decayed wood. painted with ta r and 
tilled with cement. 
The tilling fol­ 
lows th e contour of the trees. 
The 
cement, however, is not lilied flush 
w ith the outside of the tr**o, but Is 
brought 
up to the ca rn Mil rn layer. 
T he new grow th of wood form s a cal­ 
lus around the border of the tilled 
rarity , and hi tim e the bark rolls over 
the cem ent 
and covers It 
entirely, 
leaving no trace of the cement ex­ 
posed.

Although the ravages of this pest were 
very great in northern New Jersey 
during the la-t flirts* years, all the 
street trees of East O range mid many 
on private property w ere saved by 
timely spraying. 
In limp aud UHM, during the m onth 
of March, the -hade tree commission 
Issued a circular to the citizens of East 
O range having elm trees on their pri­ 
vate property, which gave a life his­ 
tory of til** elm leaf Iteetle and pointed 
out that the only effective way to con­ 
trol tile pe-t is to spray Hie foliage 
with ars*-uate of lead as soon as the 
leaves unfold. 
Tile shade tree rom 
mission offered to spray elm tr**e* ou 
private property at the rate of #2 ii 
tree. Many property ow ners re*q**>nd(si 
aud a nu inlier of elms on private prop 
arty w ere sprayed. Some people, how 
ever, neglected their tree*, mid iii mid 
sum m er It was striking to see th e con­ 
trast between sprayed anil unsprayed 
tree* 
Those tre**- oil the street ami 
on private property that were treated 
retained their foliage throughout the 
season, while the Ulisprayed trees. In 
many rases I**— than fifty feet aw ay, 
w ere completely defoliated.

c ha hmm*—or cane sugar- while 30 (>er 
cent is Invert or honey—sugar. 
Only 
ii |a*r cent of starch remains. 
In tile ripened and dried banana a 
still greater change I* effected. The sac­ 
charose not only resolves Itself Into 
honey sugar, but tin* 2 per cent of 
starch bec ome* saccharose and ta*fore 
completion of Hie drying process is 
honey mu gar. 
And boney sugar Is the 
richest ami most easily digested of all 
known sweets.
